their Pretenfions fettled by the Wifdom of Man ? This 
being fo, what can be more natural, than that the Par- 
ties {0 appealing fhould addrefs themfelves in the moft 
So'emn Manner unto their Judge, and befeech him { to 
favour their Caufe, as it coniifteth with the Notions of 
Equity and-Juftice, deduced from the Knowledge of hs 
Laws by the Light of impartial Reafon. : 

_ Thefe Things confidered, every good Chriftian and 
good Subjef mult apply himfelf with proper Zea!, and 
proper Confidence, to the Duty requir'd from him by 
his Majefty’s Royal Proclamation ; wiz. Imploring the 
Afliftance of Divine Providence in our prefeat Difpute 
with Spain, without which the wifeft Counfeis, the great- 
eft Armies, and the ftrongeft Fleets, can affect nothing. 
As his Majefty is bound by his Coronation Oath to take 
tie belt Meaiures that can be devifed for our Safety and 
Security, fo are we bound by the Ties of Allegiance to 
co-operate with him, and to do all that in our Power 
lies to reader the Meafures taken by him effectual and 
fuccefsful. But as all his Care and all our Endeavours 
would neceflarily be fruitlefs, if unfanétify’d by the Di- 
vine Approbation, {0 it becomes his firft and great Con- 
cern to influence us by his Royal Authority, to apply 
ourfelves in the moft humble, folemn, and publick Man- 
ner, tothe Worfhip of that God, unto whom we have 
referr’d the Decifion of our Caufe, which he having ful- 
fill’d, it remains with us, as well in. Obecience to the 
King’s Command as from a juft Senfe of the Imrort- 
ance of the Thing itlelf, to keep this Faft in a proper 
Manner, to attend on Publick Worfhip, to give a good 
Example to our Inferiours by a grave and ferious De- 
portment, and to offer up our fincere Petitions to the 
Great Judge of all the Earth in favour of our National 
Concerns, with the fame Fervour, with the fame Atten- 
tion, which would accompany our Vows for our own 
Private Happinefs. This is fit as we are Members of 
Society, requifite as loyal Subjeéts, and indifpenfible as 
good Chriftians. Wherefore it is to be hoped, that fo 
many Obligations will have fuch an Effeét on the Minds 
of Men, as.that-neither Domettick nor Foreign Enemies 
may form to themfelves any Expectations from the Re- 
miffnefs of our Behaviour, on this Day of Legal Humi- 
liation. | 

We may the more readily, more chearfully, and with 
greater Confidence approach the Throne of God upon 
this Occafion, inafmuch as the prefent is a neceflary and 
a defenfive War. Neceflary, becaufe our Enemies broke 
thro’ their own Stipulations; Detenfive, as we contend 
purely in fupport of our old Rights, Righrs, not only 
juftly, naturally and certainly ours, but confcfled to be fo 
even by our Enemies. Rights, of a Nationa! and im- 

portant Nature, not mere Pretenfions to certaia Honours 
or Marks ot Refpeét, which yer bave been acknow'edg’d 
as juft Caufes of defenfive Wars. Rights which we 
could not depirt from, without betraying our own Pro- 
perties and thofe of our Pofterity, wh'ch is not lawful in 
Srates whatever it may be in private Men. Such is the 
Nature! Such the Juftice of our Caufe! and therefore we 
need hive no Scruple in complying with what is re- 
quired of us by Authority, the thing being entirely re- 
conciled to our Reafon, and appearing to have been a juft 

-and-neceflary Duty antecedent to the Proclamation, which 
ferv’d only to fix the Time and Minner, that Vows for 
the Publick Safety might be made with Decency and Or- 
der, as well as in a National Way. 

It muft not however be imagin’d, that our whole 
Duty to our Country is difcharged when we have bepr 
this fo'emnly appointed Faft. For weare bound to ferve 
it, 4s well as to pray for it. This indeed is firft in Order 
of Time, but the laft is no lefs requilite. The Faft is ap- 
pointed on account of the War; on the fame Account 
we are bound to yield all the Afliftance we are able for 
the procuring that Succefs for which we pray, other- 
wife we mock God, and expofe ourfelves. It it thould 


carrying on of the War? I an{wer, by their giving open 
Teftimonies of their Duty to his Majefty, of their Wil- 
Iingneis in paying thofe Taxes which thele vigorous 
Meafures have render’d abfoiutely neceffary, and of their 
Perfiverance in thele good Sentiments till the Ends of} 
the War fhall be attain’d. Thefe are Methods by which 
every Man may affift his Sovereign, and ferve hts Coun- 
try; they are Metho/s which Reafon, Nature, and Reli- 


ielves, and which have a direé&t Tendency to the End 
propofed. One cannot theretore fulpedt, that any who 
would efcape the Sufpicion of being a publick Enemy 
would pufiue any other Track, or in fo nice a Conjun- 
ture as this is, depart from that beaten Road in which 
he fees the reft of his Fellow-fubjects tread. . Singularity 
may tempt Men in Matters of lels Confequence, but to 





be ask’dy how the Bulk of the People can aflift in the | 


gion plainly recommend; they are, Methods ealy in them- | 
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{ be fingular in glaring Iniquity, is furely a Crime which 


carries in it no Temptation. 

I think I may truly fay, that thefe are not the Doc- 
trines Of any Party, but the Senfe of the honcit Men of 
all Parties amongit us. Of fuch Men as really love their 
Country, and who, norwithitanding any Jcaloulies they 
may have of fuch as differ in Opinion with them as to 
the Means moft proper tor its Service, agree heartily in 
the Main, and theretore are ready on fuch fulemp Occa- 
ions to join both in Prayers and in Endeavours for the 
publick Benefit. To fay the Truth, no Party Principles 
can poflibly lead a Man either to doubt the Truth, or to 
difpute the Excellence of thefe Sentiments. For how 
much foever our Parties may difagree amongtt them- 
felves, they are unanimous in this, that the fole thing 
which can jultify Party Z.cal is a Senfe of its tending to 
our Country's Service.. But the Profperity of our Arms 
will indub:tably ferve our Country, by procuring for 
her a fale, a fettled, and a glorious Peace; confequently 
Men of ali Denominitions mult agree in promoting, im 
all the Ways their Capacities will admit, what will an- 
{wer fo defireable an End. All Kinds of Zeal will con- 
cur to this Point, and nothing but a lazy Lukewarmnefs, 
a bale and unmaniy Coldnets, with refpe& to publiok 
Affairs, can induce any Man to aét in another Manner ; 
that is, in fuch a Manner as would be held {candalous 
even to the worft Fact.on amongft us. I fay nothing 
here of private Intereft, becauie I cannot believe there is 
any Subject of Great Britain {o loft to all Senfe both of 
Duty and of Shame, as to prefer a mean and trivial Ad- 
vantage, accruing to himicit, to the Honour and Safety 
of his Country. 

I have confin’d this Difcourfe within narrow Bounds, 
becaufe I am fenfible that moft of thofe Heads, which 
otherwife ought to have been treated therein, will be 
much better handled elfewhere, by fuch as are particu- 
larly bound to prefs the due Solemnization of this Faft in 
a religious Way. I fhould indeéd have thought myfeif 
difpenfed with from meddling at all on this Subjeét, if 
I had not confider’d that it was my Dury as a Publick 
Writer to take notice of a thing of fo Publick a Nature, 
and of fuch high Importance to the Commonwealth. 
And this being fo, I know no other Way in which I 
could take notice of it, than by giving as I have done a 
clear and plain Account of the natural, moral, and reli- 
gious Obligations Men are under to yield Obedience to 
Authority in this Point. Neither will it be any Obje- 
ction to fay, that this was never difputed, becaule things 
may be unreafonable that are not difputed ; and becauie 
there are never wanting certain malevolent Minds which 
delight at {neering obliquely at fuch things as they dare 
not Openly impugn. On the whole, my End was to 
pay that Refpect to the Duy which my Situation requir’d, 
and that being done, I have nothing more to add, than 
my hearty With that God may accept our Prayers, and 
profper the Arms of our moft Gracious Sovereign.
